JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
The present (French) mail brings advices to the 4th Feb. The 
P. and O. mail from London 13th Dec. arrived out on the 2nd 
Feb. The Japan Mail has the following :— 


A recent telegram announces the successful issue in London» 
under the auspices of the Oriental Bank, of a new Japanese 
Loan of £2,500,000. It is a 7 per cent. loan issued at 924, making 
the actual interest a little over 74 percent. Until more is known 
in regard to the objects for which: it has been contracted, the 
nature of the securities offered to the public, and the time when 
it is to be redeemed, no discussion of the operation can be very 
profitable. But in view of the great expenditure which the pro- 
ceedings of the Government entail, the waste of public money 
arising from the want of harmonious and combined action be- 
tween the various departments of the Executive, the extrava- 
gance exhibited by some of these departments, the heavy sums 
still due to the creditors of the dispossessed Daimios, and the 
vast quantity of paper money of various issues afloat, Japan 
might fairly exclaim with Falstaff—‘I can get no remedy against 
this consumption of the purse; borrowing only lingers and 
lingers it out, but the disease is incurable.” 

e learn by a notification that the Japanese Government has 
decided to hold another exhibition at Kioto, to be opened on the 
13th March. 

The Japanese authorities have recently adopted the system of 
convict labout on the roads. Every day gangs of men may be 
seen at work in Homura, and, though they are only restrained 
by cords fastened round their waists and guarded by a solitary 
policeman, there have, as yet, heen no attempts at escape. 

In spite of the change of the Calendar, the holidays customary 
upon the Chinese New Year have absorbed three of the working 
days of this week, a fact which no one gravely deplores. 





NAGASAKI. 
The Nagasaki Express of the lst Feb. contains the following 


items of news :— 


A circular issued by H.B.M. Consul at Nagasaki reminds Bri- 
tish land renters that the ground rents for the ensuing year are 
now over due, and requests the same to be paid into the Foreign 
Office without delay. We hear that it is the intention of some of 
the renters to pay the money into the hands of H.B.M.’s Consul, 
further protesting against the removal of the jetties, and thus 
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confirm the protests already lodged in both the British and French 
Consulates. 

The trouble experienced in shipping cargo y the P. M. 
steamers continues as vexatious as ever. . We hear that the 
Relief had considerable difficulty in coaling, in consequence of her 
arriving a few hours late, and thus changing the particular hours 
stated on the special permit to work obtained from the Customs 
on the previous day. By the energetic and judicious treatment 
of thé matter by Mr. Fisher, Vice-Consul at this port for the 
United States, the native authorities gave way. In the case of 
the Vew York further difficulties arose, but these too were 
overcome, but not without considerable trouble. Ultimately 
permits were obtained and cargo shipped by American citizens, 
and the same appears to have been procurable by the German 
and Dutch houses ; but the British who were unable to obtain 
any permit to ship their cargo have had it left behind, we hear. 

The inquiries made by the native authorities into the circum- 
stances attending the Takasima riots have not yet terminated. 
The large number of persons implicated in the disturbances, to- 

ether with the great discrepancies in the statements made by 
them, we hear, make the investigation a difticult task to perform. 
It is expected that it will be another week before the inquiry is 
brought to a conclusion. 

The comparatively mild weather hitherto prevailing this season 
was piceclell by winter in earnest on the Chinese New Year's 
Day, which was a particularly miserable one, and sleet fell at in- 
tervals. Snow fell on the following day, and each night since 
has been a frosty one. This morning and during last night a 
considerable quantity of snow fell, and to-day the hills and 
mountains are snow-clad, and appear likely to remain so, not- 
withstanding the disappearance and reappearance of the sun every 
few minutes. 

Partly owing to the low price ruling for rice this year in the 


neighbouring districts to this port, but chiefly in’response to 
the recommendation of the authorities, the area of land, in 


Hiogo and other places in this island usually devoted to the cul- 
tivation of tobacco will be nearly doubled this year. We also 
learn that the tea plantations in the same districts have been 
considerably increased in extent. Even at this oo date we 
hear that large sums of money have been sent into the interior 
by several native firms, preparatory to their entering into con- 
tracts to take the produce. 

A native journal, called the Vagasali Shimbun, was started on 
the lst of January, with permission of the Government. It will 
be published three times a month, at the Singicu printing-office 
in Shinmachi. 

Both the Japanese and Chinese have again commenced enterin 
into live stock transactions. The Pacific Mail steamer Vee Fork, 
which left for the North on the 29th January, had on board 
four hundred sheep shipped at Shanghai, which number was fur- 
ther augmented by about one hundred and fifty more from this 
place. Their destination, we hear, is Hiogo, where they are 
reported to be saleable at $15 each.

TIENTSIN, 
NATIVE GROWN OPIUM IN CHINA. 

The following edict has been published in Shansi :— 

Food for the people of Shansi and Kansuh being of great importance, 
Tso Tsung Tang prays that the cultivation of the poppy may be pro- 
hibited. For the people to grow the poppy is of itself a direct breach 
of the law, and now, when Shansi and Kansuh are just recovering (from 
the effects of rebellion, &c.), much land being yet untilled and reason- 
able fears entertained as to the adequacy of the grain supply for the 
army, every nerve should be strained for the promotion of agriculture, 
80 as to secure an abundant harvest. Tso Tsung Tang has therefore 
been instructed to order the local officials to set forth the law (to the 
people), and generally to prohibit this practice. Should there be any 
among the people who, greedy after gain, secretly grow this plant, as 
soon as the shoots appear above ground orders are to be issued for it to 
be pulled up to the last stalk, The petty officials are also to be warned 
not_to make this prohibition a subject of extortion ; and should there 
be found any who dare again to disobey and receive hush money on 
land thus used, they will be punished severely, according to the statute 
against bribery and corruption. All opium coming from other pro- 
vinees is to be subjected to alike strict investigation, and not to be per- 
mitted to be brought over the frontier, in the hope that this practice 
may finally be put an end to. The same strict prohibition applies to 
all the provinces, and all offenders will be punished, that the food of 
the people inay not be interfered with.—-By order.

SHANGTIAT. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 6th Feb.; the outward P. 
and QO. mail from London, Dee. 13, arrived out on the 31st Jan. 

We learn that the Pacific Mail steamer Alisha, which should 
have left Hong Kong with the San Franciseo mail on the 27th 
January, was detained at that port, by a telegram frum the head 
office of the company, the nature of which was not transpired 
more particularly. In consequence, however, of this detention 
of the Alaska, the American mail, which was despatched from 
Shanghai per Pacific Mail steamer New York, on the 27th Janu- 
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ary, has been necessarily stopped at Yokohama til ce arrival of 
the Aluska, which is to leave Hong Kong on the 12th instant, and 
which will have to convey the double mail of January 27 and 


| February 13. The Pacific Mail steamer China, which brings the 


incoming American mail of Jan. 5, will leave Hong Kong on the 
27th instant, taking & mail for America. On or about the 12th 
March the regular outgoing monthly Mail will leave, and it is 
expected that, by the 27th March, the new chartered steamer for 
the Company expected by the Suez Canal will be ready to keep 
up the half-monthly series from that time onwards. It will thus 
be seen that, ihstead of having, as was previously advertised, 
two Mails in January, and only one per month tn February, 
March, and April, the issue is likely to be that there will be no 
Mail in January, and two for each month thereafter. 

The report of the steamer Fire Queen, which arrived from 
Hankow on the Ist Feb., informs us that up the Yangtsze, in the 
neighbourhood of Kiukiang, the water has reached the low figure 
of 9 feet 6 inches. 

The following is from the Vorth China Herald :— 

Telegraphic communication with Nagasaki has been restored, 
and we have commercial, but no later political, advices from 
Europe by that route. The steamer (reat Northern, having 
completed repairs to the Cable between Gutzlaff and Nagasaki, 
at once set to work to repair damages between Gutzlaff and 
Shanghai, and has completed the task. She is now occupied in 
repairing the breaks in the Hong Kong Cable near Gutzlaff, and 
the company’s new steame?, the H. C. Orsted, is looking after the 
portion which is broken near Formosa. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Pootung Dock Company was 
held on the 28th January, and a dividend for the half-year, at 
the rate of ten per cent. per annum, agreed on. A meeting of 
shareholders in the French Gas Company was held on the 3rd 
February. The accounts showed a total profit on the year’s 
workings of Tls. 6,515 ; of this sum Tls. 1,900 had been already 
returned to the shareholders in the shape of five per cent. in- 
terim dividend, in July last. It was resolved to declare a fur- 
ther dividend at the rate of six per cent., for the second half- 
year, which would absorb Tls. 2,280. 

The new dioptric light at the North Tree was first lighted on 
the evening of the 24th January, having been erected during 
the recent trip of the A’w«-hsing to the Langshan. The light is 
suspended from a mast which is surmounted by a black cage ten 
feet in diameter. The new light is said to be a considerable im- 
provement on the old one, and can be seen in clear weather from 
the Ligh t-vessel. 

A letter has been addressed by the Chamber of Commerce to 
H.B.M.’s Minister, regarding the conservation of the Hwangpoo, 
and we trust that it will have the effect of eliciting some definite 
information as to what may be hoped from the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the matter. The assurance that a dredger has been 
actually ordered for the purpose, has been so definitely given, 
that we can hardly doubt its eventual arrival ; but the dene is 
so wearisome, and the present inconvenience so great, that the 
community have a right to ask for more definite information. 
The last paragraph of the Chamber's letter opens up the broader 
question of obtaining power for the Shanghai rate-payers to take 

arge of the river and levy special taxes, for its conservation. 

The following items are from the Courdéer :— 

The large new iron steamer now building for the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, and which for some time past has 
formed so prominent an object in the neighbourhood of that 
company’s lower wharf, is now so near completion that prepara- 
tions are being made for launching. 

The French Bund was, a few days since, the scene of considerable 
commotion. It appears that the Chinese owners of the steamer 
Ping On, having resolved to place that vessel as a regular trader on 
the Shanghai and Ningpo line, to compete with the Steam Ship 
Navigation Company for a share of the trade, and to encourage the 
development of business fhave fixed the tariff for Chinese passen- 
gers at 81 each. Some four hundred Chinese were thus induced 
to visit Ningpo, and as fully that number of friends assembled 
on the wharf to see them off, the neighbourhood had for a timea 
very lively appearance. 

The Viceroy at Nanking has, we hear (no doubt after permission 
obtained from the Throne), given some tokens of his approbation 
of the manner in which the liberation of the coolies from the 
Peruvian ship Waria Luz was carried out. To Captain Arthur, 
of H.M. Jron Duke, to whose ship the coolie swam for his life 
from his floating prison in Yokohama Bay, and~ho promptly 
took the requisite measures to make the case known to the proper 
authorities, has been sent a gold medal, and the decoration known 
as Aungpa? of the first class. A similar souvenir and mark cf 
distinction have been conferred on Dr. McCartee, who acted as 
interpreter and adviser to Chen during his mission to Yokohama 
to receive the liberated coolies ; and for bringing these latter 
successfully back to China, Chen has been promoted to the rank 
of Chehsien, and will, it is said, be removed from Shanghai in 2 
few months, to take charge of some Hsien elsewhere.

HONG KONG. 
Dates by this opportunity extend to the 13th Feb. The out- 


ward P, and O, mail of 27th Dee. arrived on the 8th Feb. The 
following items are from the Dazly Press :-— 


A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 11th. 
Present : H.E. the Governor, Hon. Chief Justice Smale, Hon. 
J. Pauncefote (Attorney-General), Hon. C. May, Hon. H. J. 
Ball, Hon. P. Ryrie, Hon. J. Whittall. The minutes of the last 
meeting having been read, the Governor rose and said : Since 
the last meeting of the Council I have received a very important 
despatch from the Earl of Kimberley, in relation to the abuses 
which constantly arise out of the system of Chinese emigration, 
carried on in the neighbouring colony of Macao, and which have 
been so long the subject of complaint and remonstrance on the 
part of the British Government. The despatch is in these 
terms :— 

Downing-street, November 20, 1872. 

Srr,—It has at different times been represented to me that foreign 
vessels engaged in the shipment of coolies from Macao are equipped in 
the port of Hong Kong, or furnished with supplies or stores from that 
colony, and my attention has reeently been directed to the following 
paragraph extracted from a Hong Kong newspaper: “The Spanish 
steamer Bueno Ventura, a sister to and belonging to the same owner as 
the steamship Yurrac Bat, which vessel fitted up here and left a few 
days back for Macao, for a cargo of coolies, has arrived here to fit up for 
the same purpose.” 

x eae are probably aware that during the late Session of the Parlia- 
me™" an Act (three copies of which I enclose) was passed for the pur- 
poseeSi repressing the abuses connected with the movement of natives 
from their islands in the Pacific Ocean to labour on plantations. 

3.—Although great cruelties have been perpetrated in connection with 
this traffic in South Sea Islanders, they can hardly have been greater 
than those which have led to the disgraceful and horrible occurrences 
from time to time reported as having taken place on board ships convey- 
ing Chinese coolies from Macao. 

4.—Her Majesty’s Government, which has been under the necessity 
of making repeated remonstrances to the Portuguese Government onlthe 
subject of the Macao coolie trade, cannot permit that there shall be even 
the shadow of justification for any such imputation as that British sub- 
jecta in Hong Kong partake in and profit by a traffic which the Queen’s 
Qovernsment deplores and protesta agsinst, and I see mo reason why 
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British subjects resident in Hohg Kong should not, as Well as those in 
Australasia, be subjected to the punishment prescribed in section 2 of 
the “ Kidnapping Act, 1872,” for the offences specified in that section, 
if committed within the territorial jurisdiction of the colony. 

5.—I request you to give your particular attention to the “ Kid- 
napping Act, 1872,” and to consider whether some of its provisions 
might not, with the necessary alterations, be made applicable to Hong 
Kong. If you are of opinion that they might be, I request you to 
transmit to me, as soon aa possible, the draft of an Ordinance for that 
purpuse. ; 

As Chief-Justice Smale has given much attention to this question, I 
feqtiest you to give him a copy of this despatch and of the Act enclosed 
i it, and to intimate to him that I shall be glad to receive from hiin, 
through you, any observations or suggestions which he may wish to offer, 
either {in conjunction or after consultation with the Attorney-General 
and yourself, or separately. 

You will also lay this despatch before the Legislative Couneil. I 
have, &¢., : : . . (Signed): Kiupercey, 

Governor.—Sir A. E. Kennedy, K.C.M.G., C.B, ; 

In compliance with the Earl of Kimberley’s instructions, I have 
conferred with the Chief Justice and with the Attorney-General, 
and have carefully considered, in conjunction with these officers, 
the kind of legislation which is best calculated to carry out effec- 
tively the wishes of Her Majesty's Government. I am also at 
the present time in communication with the Secretary of State 
on the subject, and I hope to be able very shortly to submit to 
the Council the draft of an Ordinance, intended to prohibit and 
prevent, to the fullest extent that the powers of this Legislature 
will allow, all residents of this Colony, or whatever nationality 
they may be, from taking any part in what is commonly known 
as the “ Macao Coolie Trade,” and from participating, directly or 
indirectly, in its profits, either by chartering or equipping and 
furnishing vessels for the purpose of Macao emigration, or in any 
other manner. I have every reason to believe that, in introduc- 
ing such a measure, I shall have the hearty support and co-operd- 
tion of every member of the Council, as well as the approval df 
the community of the Colony. I do not now invité any expres- 
sion of opinion on what is proposed, but wheit the draft Oral: 
france is laid on the table, the subject can be fully discussed. 

Honourable J. Whittall: Your Excellency, will you allow me 
to make a few remarks? There is an insinuation in the despatch 
of the Earl of Kimberley that direct interest is taken in the 
traffic in this place. No one more than myself abhors the traffic, 
or more earnestly wishes to see it suppressed, and I think all will 
be willing to join with that object ; and so far back as 1867 I 
joined with the Chief Justice to pass the Emigration Act. 

His Excellency assured the honourable member that he had 
already taken care to disabuse him of any such impression, which, 
however, he thought was hardly conveyed by the despatch. 

The Governor then brought forward the Sheriff's ordinance 
for second reading. He observed that the Bill did not contain 
the amount of salary, but it would be put before the council for 
vote, and would then be open for discussion. The Bill was then 
read for the second time, and numbered No. 1 of 1873. 

The Governor then brought forward the Bill for abolition of 
minimum punishments in summary convictions before the magis- 
trates, which was read for the second time, and being passed 
without comment, was numbered No. 2 of 1873.

SINGAPORE. 

The latest date is 20th Feb. The French mail of 17th Jan. 
arrived on 19th Feb. The Straits Times has the following :— 

The M ries Maritimes steamer Peiho, with the homeward 
French mail, left Saigon, and arrived here on Thursday morn- 
ing. The Pecho, we learn, will be unable to take passengers or 
freight from Singapore, as she will have to take the passengers 
and as much of the cargo as possible of the Donnat, the last 
homeward mail steamer, which vessel is now at Galle with her 
shaft broken. 

Tt is seldom that we hear of the robbery of Europeans by 
Chinese in the streets of Singapore. We are, however, informed 
that on Sunday night, about eleven o’clock, two seamen peoneine 
to vessels lying at penjond Pagar wharf were waylaid and rob 
by Chinamen in the Tanjong Pagar Read. A sailor ata eat 
to the steamer Duna was robbed of 8 pair of new boots he 
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urchased, which he carried in his hand ; and a man belongi 
bo the Eleanor was at the same time robbed of his coat. The 
Tanjong P: Road affords great facility for evil dis; China- 
men to waylay Euro seamen, especially after dark, and the 
police on duty there ought to be more numerous.

The rice scarcity which is still prevailing on Java appears to 
be most severely felt at Demak near Samarang.

ed that women have offered children for sale to Europeans. 
These women, as well as the children, looked dismally thin, and 

igned as a reason for their unnatural actions the hope that the 
children, being with Europeans, would not at least die of hunger, 
which would otherwise be unavoidable.

T-Cloths, at a slight advance on the tael rates ruling before 
the holidays. Since then the demand had been stronger and more com- 

rehensive in character. White Shirtings 7 and 8? lbs., and 7 lbs. T- 
Cloths, English Sheetings, Jeans, Drills, Long Ells, and Camlets were 
in good request, and with the exception of Drills, the reported sales of 
which indicated weakness in their position, higher prices for all had 
been tendered without leading to much business. Best 8} lbs. Dew- 
hurst’s Eagle Grey Shirtings were worth Tls. 1.87, while their ordinary 
makes were fully saleable at Tis. 1.944 to 1.95 per piece, common chops 
being in very strong demand at Tis. 1.90 to 1.92. T-Cloths, Mexican 
7 Iba., Collie’s Chop Dollar, had been sold at Tis. 1.57} per piece, and 
Dewhurst’s MT quality at Tls. 1.54 to 1.55. A sale of Mendel’s double 
crown were reported at Tis. 1.65 per piece, Jeans—Dutch: A small 
parcel had realised Tls. 2.30 per piece, and for a few very fine English 
Tis. 2.15 per piece had been declined. Drills have fallen in value to 
Tis. 2.75 to 2.85 per piece for Dutch, and Tis. 2.85 to 2.92 per piece 
for 15 lbs. English. Long Ells: CPH Scarlet could not be obtained 
at Tis. 6.50, but sales of inferior brands at Tis. 6.35 were recorded. 
For HBD Scarlet Tis. 6.45 had been refused. Camleta: An inquiry 
for HDB, fair assortment, at Tls. 15.75 per piece, had not resulted in 
transactions. 

Manita.—The market had been quiet during the interval, and little 
alteration had occurred in prices. :

Hanxkow.—Messrs. Evans and Co. report as follows :—There is no 
stock on hand, and we do not expect more to arrive before the new sea- 
son commences. From the figures given below it will be seen that the 
total arrivals of Oopack and Oonahm Teas have been 554,847 chests, 
against 597,279 chests last season, and 497,964 in the previous year. 
Of Kewkiang Teas (chiefly Ningchows) 5,112,707 Ibs. have been shipped 
from this port during the past season, against 3,353,524 Iba. in 1871- 
1872, and 1,395,575 Ibs. in 1870-1871. The purchases of Oopacks and 
Oonahms by foreign buyers at this port during the past season we esti- 
mate at 360,768 chests, aguinst 310,918 chests in 1871-1872, and 223,478 
chests in 1870-1871; while shipments on native account for sale in 
Shanghai have been 183,803 chesta, against 269,608 chests in 1871-1872, 
and 262,467 chests in 1870-1871. The above figures clearly show 
that the Tea trade of the port on foreign account is steadily 
increasing, while Chinese are sending less every year to Shanghai; 
in fact, they now ship little to that market beyond what is rejected by 
Hankow buyers. The export to Great Britain in direct steamers has 
been larger than in any previous season, and the shipments to Odessa 
have been more than double what they have ever been before. Prices 
paid for first crop teas were on the whole rather higher than during the 
previous season. Second and third crops have ranged from Tls. 2 to 4 
over last year, and Common Oonahms have been rather higher than 
they then were. First crop Teas we consider to have been of an average 
quality ; some of the Ningchows were exceptionally fine, and the Oanfas 
inferior. Second and third crops were decidedly worse than those of 
the two previous years, and have in most instances lost heavily. We 
estimate that one half of the total was of first crop Tea. We annex a list 
giving the quantities received from the various districts in the Hukwang 
provinces :—

Of Congous there still 
remained in stock some 5,184 chests, consisting mainly of low class 
teas, There was only one vessel in port loading teas, the Danish barque 
Louisa, taking a cargo for Falmouth for orders; her ultimate destina- 
tion would probably be Copenhagen. This vessel’s cargo would in all 
likelihood class the export for the season. 

The Export to Great Britain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape 
of Good Hope had amounted to 53,482,844 lbs., against 48,085,894 Iba. ; 
to the United States, 7,733,710 lbs, against 7,017,581 lbs.; to the

THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

The new Regulations for Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, presented 
to Parliament, contains two items of special interest to gentlemen 
seeking appointments in the Far East. Clause 9 provides that any 
attaché who chall be reported by the head of the mission in which he 
is employed to possess 4 competent Knowledge, colloquial or otherwiss, 
for ordinary purposes, of the Japanese, Persian, or Chinese languages, 
while serv ng in the country where such language is vernacular, shall 
receive a special allowance ot £100 a year over and above any other 
salary or allowance he may be in receipt of. And clause 16 directa it 
to be ‘‘ distinctly understood that, in future, all the mombera of the 
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Diplomatic Service will be expected to take their turn. in whatever 
part of the world their services may be required, and that, except as 
regards Peking and Teheran, where no accommodation can be pro- 
oured for married men, every secretary or attaché, whether married or 
unmarried, must be prepared to go to the post at which the require- 
mentsof the public service demand his presence, and to which he may be 
appointed.” This is all very well from one pint of view, butit seems 
rather arbitrary to reaerve the right of transferring an attaché from one 
country to another just at the moment when he muy, by dint of closa 
application after office hours, have mastered the vernacular lanzuage 
ofa nation to which he may never be recalled. and to knock off the 
extra £100 a year which he Kas thus so honourably and hardly earned. 
When we find it stated in clause 7 that, ‘‘Agsa general rule attachés 
will not be employed more than two years in the same embassy or 
mission,” the inconsistency becomes still more apparent. What 
young man can be expecied to acquire such languages as the Chinese 
or Japanese,” colloquia'ly or ot terwise, ‘in less than two years?” 
And what incentive has he to study either, when he knows that he 
may be deprived of the fruit of his labour by being called away to a 
country where the accomplishment which be has acquired at so much 
pains will be useless, and, from disuse, speedily be forgotten? If 
there be one thing which it is more to the intercat of our Ministers to 
encourage than any other, it fa the acquisition of the vernacular 
languages. The regulationa to which we have drawn attention may 
have been drawn up by some oversight, and would probably not be 
acted upon harshly, but unless they are rectificd in plain terms, 
they are calculated to discourage our attachés from the pursuit of a 
study which, more than any other, will give tham an insight into the 
political and inner life of the people among whom they are placed.

Dr. Bens. Hopson, M.B., died from an attack of bronchitis on the 
He was twice married, and leaves 
a widow (a daughter of the late Dr. Morrison of China), two sons, 
and one daughter. After acquiring the degree of M.B. of London, 
and the Membership of the College of Surgeons, he accepted the very 
honourableand important office of medical missionary from the London 
Miesionary Society, entering on his duties at Macio in 1839. Shortly 
after this Hong Kong became a British colony, to which place he 
migrated, and subsequently proceeded to Canton on the opening of that 
port to the British. Here he established a hospital for the Chinese, 
and for several years carried on his double work of healing the body 
and instrueting ‘‘these enlightened heathen” in a better faith. 
Leaving Canton, he settled in Shanghai in 1857, having as his 
colleazue his friend Dr. Lockhart, who worked with him as a brother 
both in and out of hospital. Dr. Hobson had, however, suffered 
from repeated attacks of ague, with indications of fatty degeneration 
of the heart, which so enfeebled his health that he was obliged io 
1859 to give up his work and seek its restoration in England. Dr. 
Hobson acquired during his long residence in China very considerable 
insight into the character and habits of the Chinese, their language 
and literature, and possessed & more than ordinary power of speaking 
the language. His Chinese mediceil publications are very voluminous, 
consisting of five volumes: one on anatomy, surgery, medicine, mid- 
wifery, and natural philosophy, largely illustrated. These have had, 
and still have. a very wide circulation, and no publications issued by 
a Protestant Mission Society have been more generally accepted among 
all classes of Chinese, several epecial editions having been issued at 
the cost of wealthy Chinamen. In Japan and Korea these works of 
Dr. Hobson are equally well known. 

M. Pavruter, an accomplished Orientalist, and author of several 
works upon the Chinese language and history, dicd at Passy on the 16th 
inst. 








LOSS OF THE “SERICA.” 

We have been favoured with the following particulars of the 
loss of the above vessel, which have been received from Captain 
Hageman, of the Johann Schmidt, which has arrived in Saigon 
from Touron :— 

“Two days before my departure from Touron I was told by 
an Annamite that there was a European on shore in the house of 
the first Mandarin. I went there and found a man, who said 
he was a sailor, and gave his name. He had been buatswain on 
board the British ship Serica. The Serre had left Hong Kong 
on a Saturday morning bound to Monte Video, and the 
following evening, between seven and eizht o’clock, struck on a 
reef, which, as the captain afterwards said, were the North Shoals 
of the Paracels. It being very stormy, masts, boats, and deck- 
houses were swept away. The crew made a raft, provided 
themselves with provisions, and left the ship. The crew con- 
sisted of 28 hands. The captain died after 4 days, and 8 men died 
a few days later. On the eighth day water and all provisions were 
finished. During thenight the raft was smashed on a rock, whereby 
the remaining crew, except one of them, were drowned. The sur- 
viving man found some rain water, and lived on shells .%‘ind on 
this rock. On the sixth day he was saved by a fisherman, and 
brought on shore to a French missionary, who provided him with 
food, and with whom he stayed for six days. He then was 
handed over to.a mandarin, and was sent to Touron in a palan- 
quin, where he arrived on the evening of the 20th January, after 
a journey of three weeks ; he speaks very favourably of the treat- 
He lived there 
with a mandarin, received clothing, food, and was provided with 
everything. He told me that the Government intended to send 
him to Hong Kong in a native craft or steamer which was to 
leave shortly. He, however, showed me a letter written by a 
French missionary, and addressed toa brother in Saigon; the 
letter was dated Khanhoa, and stated the bearer was a wrecked 
sailor who had suffered a great deal.” 
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THE GRANTS AND EXPENDITURE FOR THE NAVY 
AND ARMY. 


Returns have just been published, showing the surpluses and 
deficits upon the grants for the Navy and Army, for the year 
ending the 31st of March, 1872. We subjoin the items which 
relate to China and the Far East :— 

THE NAVY. 

In the report of the Comptroller and Auditor-General, it is 
stated that a repayment was made to the War Office on account 
of expenses incurred in the conveyance of the 13th Madras 
Native Infantry from Bombay to Hong Kong, and the return of 
the 29th Regiment from Hong Kong to Bombay. The service 
was carried out by the Indian Government by means of trans- 
ports hired for the purpose, and provisions for the use of the 
troops were put on board by the Indian authorities, which are 
charged for and included in the War Office claim. On the com- 
pletion of the service, the surplus provisions were sold by the In- 
dian Government (in some cases by auction), and the proceeds have 
been credited in the Navy account to vote 17, viz., £1,076 19s. 1d- 
to “ provisions of troops” and £23 lis. 1d. to “ forage for 
horses.” The report also states that an account, amounting to 
upwards of £10,000, containing cash transactions of H.MS. 
Barrosa (on the China station) from the lst of October, 1871, to 
the 31st of October, 1872, was not received in time to be exa- 
mined before the Appropriation Account was closed. It appears 
from the return (to which the above-mentioned report is ap- 
pended) that the grant for salaries and allowances in, Naval 

Yards abroad was £30,129, the expenditure £30,926 188. 6d., 
showing a deficit of £797 18s. 6d. This was caused by the tem- 
porary employment of writers in excess of the number estimated, 


to meet the increased work at Hong Kong, Cape of Good Hope, 
and Trincomalee Yards, and by two Masters-Attendant having 
been paid for the same period on fresh appointments at Gibraltar 
and Hong Kong. The grant for rents, rates, and taxes was 
£2,235, the expenditure £1,963 93s. 4d., and the surplus 
£266 10s. 8d. This was partially caused by a vacancy for aclerk 
at Hong Kong, to whom lodging allowance was payable, having 
been filled by a writer, and from the allowance to clerks at Trin- 
comalee and the Cape having ceased, quarters having been pro- 
vided. The grant for contingencies was £1,225, and the expen- 
diture £1,061 5s. 11d. The surplus, £183 14s. 1d., was caus by 
the expenditure for postage and other contingencies at Hong 
Kong, Shanghai, &c., having been less than the average of pre- 
vious years, on which the estimates were based. The grant for 
wages in yard service afloat was £6,137, and the expenditure, 
£5,934 1s. 9d. The surplus, £502 15s. 3d., arose partially from 
vacancies in lighters at Hong Kong not having been filled up. 
The expenditure at Trincomalee for the wages of the police force 
was in excess of the amount estimated. The grant for salaries 
and allowances in medical establishments abroad was £9,7()7, the 
expenditure £9,939 11s., and the deficit £232 11s, which was 
caused by changes among the medical statls, principally at Hong 
Kong and Yokohama, officers superseded being paid till their 
arrival in England. The grant for rents, rates, taxes, and water 
was £282, and the expenditure £826 11s. 1d., the deficit being 
£541 11s. 1d. This was caused by an arrear payment from the 
lat of July, 1868, of ground-rent of land on the Bluff Settlement 
of Yokohama, Japan, in the occupation of the Naval Department. 
The grant for wages, &c., of hospital attendants was £7,411, and 
the expenditure £6,670 14s. lid. The surplus, £740 5s. 1d., was 
caused by fewer nurses having been required at the hospitals at 
Hong Kong, Yokohama, &c. The surplus was, however, reduced 
by £102, it having been found necessary to employ a larger 
staff at Trincomalee than was necessary. There was a surplus 
of £120 for repairs and maintenance of buildings at Shanghai, 
the casualties being less than estimated, but a deticit of £336 for 
repairs and maintenance at Hong Kong, extensive repairs to 
buildings being necessary to prevent loss to stores. There was a 
surplus of £271 14s. 11d. for repairs to plant and machinery at 
Hong Kong, the repairs being less than anticipated, but a deficit 
of £203 on new machinery, occasioned by the purchase of a 

laning machine, for which no provision was made. At Yoko- 
haa there was a surplus of £126 for repairs and maintenance, 
the c@halties being less than contemplated. Among the “ur- 
gent and unforeseen works” unprovided for in the estimates are 
£200 for repairing damages at Hong pone caused by typhoon 
on the 3rd of September, 1871 ; and £276 for repairing damages 
at Yokohama caused by es pragin on the 24th of August, 1871. 
The grant for law charges, &c., in connection with naval prisons 
abroad was £325, the expenditure was £258 8s. 9d., and the sur- 
plus £66 lls. 3d. This arose partially from the full number of 
ships’ corporals at Hong Kong not having been employed through- 
out the year. There was a deficit of £14,956 0s. 2d. for ie t, 
&c., of ships on monthly pay, arising from repayment to the Indian 
Government of expenses incurred by them in previous years in 
regpect of native troops serving in China. A deficit of £5,345 
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83. 10d., for coals for steam transports and freight ships on 
monthly pay, arose from a similar cause. The grant for inter- 
colonial conveyance of troops and mess was £14,000, but the 
expenditure was £22,397 lls. 10d. leaving a deficit of £1,377 
lls. 10d. The payments brought to accounts within the year, 
especially for the local movements of troops in China, proved 
greater than was expected when the estimate was framed. The 
public money lost in the wreck of H.M.S. Slaney in China, was 
£433 5s, 2d. 
THE ARMY. 


The grant for “colonial allowances” was £37,500, the expendi- 
ture £51,600 9s. 11d. and the surplus £5,899 10s. ld. This 
surplus is ascribed to the alteration in the distribution of the 
forces employed in China, Ceylon and the Straits Settlements. 
The value of stores issued to and charged against the Foreign 
Office, for Legation Guard in China and Japan, was estimated at 
£158, but they realised £219 as. sd. There is a charge of £6 2a. 
2d. not included in any grant, the value of powder barrels handed 
over by regiments of Native Indian Troops, employed in the 
Straits Settlements, to the Military Imperial department on the 
spot. The estimate for providing additional magazine accommo- 

ation in China was £1,000, the expenditure £1,201 17s. 6d., 
and the excess £201 17s. 6d. The total estimate of the work 
was £10,000 and the total payments to the 3lst of March, 1872, 
£8,474 1s. The estimate a new works, additions, and altera- 
tions, &c., in connection with fortifications and Control buildings 
in China and Japan was £1,062, the expenditure £925 18s. 2d., 
and the surplus £136 1s. 10d. The estimate for Ceylon was 
£1,021, the expenditure £399 5s. sd., and the surplus £621 14s, 4d. 
There was an expenditure of £10 12s. 6d. for new works, &&, in 
connection with barracks in China and Japan, for which there 
had been no estimate. The estimate for Ceylon was £100, and 
£227 3s. 7d. was expended, showing a deficit of £127 3s. 7d. 
The estimate for ordinary and current repairs in connection with 
fortifications and Control buildings in China and Japan was 
£360, the expenditure £371 19s., the deficit £11 19s. The esti- 
mate for Ceylon was £600, the expenditure £519 2s. 1ld., and 
the surplus £50 17s. 1d. The estimate for ordinary aud current 
repairs in connection with barracks in China and Japan was 
£5,796, the expenditure £3,770 1s. 9d., the surplus £2,025 18s. 3d. 
The estimate for Ceylon was £6,213, the expenditure £6,085, 
and the surplus £128. The estimate for the Straits Settle- 
ments was £547, the expenditure £863 18s. 1d., and the 
deficit £16 1ts. 1d. A charge of £350 was made during the 
year to the “ Unforescen Services Abroad” account, for paint- 
ing the Jfeanee, hospital-ship on the China station. nh an 
explanatory paper, showing “ losses written off as irrecoverable,” 
are some curious details :—Value of some well-used filters and 
bedsteads handed over to the Colonial Government at Labuan, 
on the breaking up of the station, £5 16s. 2d. ; amount of defi- 
ciency of twenty pairs of trousers discovered at Colombo, Cey- 
lon, on opening # bale received from Hong Kong two and-a-half 
years previously, £6 53. ; military stores stolen at Yokohama, 
£2,105 5s. 7d. ; value of the duck frocks lost from a bale in tran- 
sit between Japan and Hong Kony, 15s.; value of stores su 
plied in China, the payment for which cannot be traced in the 
local accounts, £31 11s. 9d. The following extra receipts were 
paid over to Her Majesty’s Exchequer during the year :—Hon 
Kong, £19,818 16s. id. ; Ceylon, £147,108 63. 8d. ; Straits Set- 
tlements, £44,745 3s. 9d. The advances out of the Colonial 
Treasury chests for Army Services, together with the repayments 
in discharge thereof, were—China, £107,018 18s. 4d. ; Carlen, 
£142,108 63. 1d. ; Straits Settlements, £65,159 3s. 





THE JAPANESE AMBASSADOR AND THE ULTRA- 
MONTANES.

It is a monstrous rumour, 
and absvlutely contrary to fact ; [am a native of Japan, but have never 
heard of any such cruel treatment of the Christian portion of the com- 
munity for more than two hundred years. T feel a natural anxiety for 
the honour of my country, and am afraid the readers of your 
journal who may not understand the recent condition of our 
Empire, and may believe, possibly, the Japanese Government to be 
capable of such barbarous usuages. [£ beg you and your readers 
to be assured that there is not the least foundation four these 
offensive and damaging rumours. I xee they are attributed to the 
Ultramontane press of Belgium, and 1 can only conclude that that 
extreme section of the Roman Catholic Church is jealous of the growing 
love of intellectual, mural and religious liberty amung my countrymen, 
which is necessarily adverse to their cherished objects as the propagan- 
dist of their form of Christianity. Be assured, Sir, that if it be not due 
to jealousy, or some other unworthy feeling, either that the attack has 
been mado on our distinguished chief man in Europe, it is purely 
imaginary, that Iwarkura cither gave such a monstrous order, or that 
any prosecution has been suffered by the Christians in Japan.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE COLONIAL 
SYSTEM. 

W5o is to be the new Governor of the Straits Settlements ? 
is the question which everybody connected with the Colony 
has been asking for some weeks with some anxiety, and we 
regret that no anawer has yet been given. The British 
public little dreams how important to the well-being of a 
Crown Colony is this personal question of the character of 
its Governor ; but when that good public does find time to 
turn its attention to the affairs of its possessions, it will find 
that there are a score or so of English communities governed 
on a system of petty despotism, and that their welfare and 
comfort depend very much on whether the person to whom 
the administration of its affairs is confided is an honest man, 
a@ man of sense, a gentleman, or—the reverse. Singapore 
has now been for six years under the rule of Downing- 
street, and its experiences in that short time of the Colonial 
System have been rich, if not edifying. The present is no 
inopportune time for considering what that system is, and 
how it works. 


The Governor of a Crown Colony has the general manage-. 


ment of its government and finances. He has, however, in 
theory, three checks on his conduct. He has an Executive 
Council to advise him in acts of administration ; a Legisla- 
tive Council to aid him in passing laws ; and the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies to sanction or annul his acts, and 
to approve or blame his conduct. Now what are these checks 
worth in practice? The Executive Council consists of half 
@ dozen officials, whose prospects in life depend on the Go- 
vernor’s goodwill. They are appointed by the Seoretary of 
State, but promotions are usually made by the Minister in 
accordance with his recommendation, so that the Minister is 
really but the indorsee of his subordinate. All temporary 
appointments, also, are filled at once by the Governor. Fur- 
ther, he reports periodically to the Secretary of State, in 
confidence, on the character, capacity, and conduct of all 
the public officers of the Colony. Is it possible to con- 


gocd graces and dread the ill-will of a Governor, or, 
in other words, to make them utterly subservient to 
his will? An honourable man will not abuse such powers ; 
but an unscrupulous one can use them with immense 
effect against any rare subordinate who has been too upright 
to lend himself to a job, and in favour of the pliant creatures 
who know no higher law than his wishes. It is obviously 
enough to corrupt almost every man in the service, to know 
that compliance with the Governor's wishes will be rewarded 
by acting appointments and laudatory recommendations for 
promotion, while resistance to them entails not only being 
passed over, but perhaps also being misrepresented at head- 
quarters. It is but too clear, at all events, that men in such 
& position cannot be a check on the Governor. The Legis- 
lative Council appears at first sight to contain the elements 
of an effective check on him, for it comprises some four or 
five gentlemen unconnected with the service, and not de- 
pendent on the smiles or frowns of the official whom they 
have to control. The non-official members of the Singapore 
Council, too, have generally been far above the average of 
their class in similar Councils. But it is found in prac- 
tice that even such persons show little power or inolina- 
tion to fulfil this wholesome function. They belong gene- 
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rally to a class whose ties to the colony are of a very 
temporary nature. They have gone there to mfke money 
as fast as possible, and to return home with it with equal 
celerity ; and if they are ambitious of a seat in the 
Council, their ambition springs often more from social con- 
siderations than from any ardent public spirit. Then, at the 
outset, they owe their seats to the Governor, and if they are 
not under a positive obligation to him for the honour it 
confers on them, they are at least on pleasant terms with 
him, and naturally desirous to maintain rather than inter- 
rupt such amicable relations. It is never agreeable to hurt 
anybody’s feelings, and the feelings of a grasping Governor 
are apt to be most tender, precisely on those points on which 
an independent member ought to be least conciliatory. 
Opposition, besides, is an arduous task ; it requires labour, 
sustained attention, and perseverance. It involves, often, 
the neglect of private business, and possibly the loss of mer- 
cantile constituents. Further, it is sure to fail against the 
superior numbers and superior manouvring of the official 
phalanx, and it requires some fortitude to fight a battle when 
defeat is beyond doubt. And then, it is an utterly thank- 
less task ; the public, whose interests ara sought to be pro- 
tected, is generally ignorant of the well-meant efforts in its 
favour, while in the genteeler circles of Colonial society, 
opposition to the Governor is regarded as decidedly low. 
The result is that, as a general rule, the unofficial element is 
not a more appreciable check on a Governor than the off- 
cial. 

It may be said that the recent history of Singapore con- 
tradicts this assertion, as the Governor has encountered oppo- 
sition in the Council. But whence sprang that opposition 
and what did it amount to? In the first year of his go- 
vernment Sir Harry Orp met with nothing but the readiest 
acquiescence in all his actsand proposals. Before he had 
been three months in office, the Legislative Council had 
pledged themselves to spend $100,000 in providing him a 
mansion and grounds, and had given him a carte blanche to 
procure for himself one large and two small steamers. Not 
a word of demur or hesitation was heard to mar this plea- 
sant unanimity. Indeed Sir Hagry found no difficulty in 
making the unofficial members themselves propose these ex- 
travagant votes. It was the Singapore merchants resident in 
London who raised the standard of revolt ; and even they 
would perhaps not have been roused to action if, not 
satisfied with getting such votes of money for purposes of 
mere personal display and gratification, the Governor had 
not alarmed them by a threat to impose import and export 
duties on their trade—an exemption from which had always 
been regarded by the Straits merchants as the main cause of 
their own and the colovy’s prosperity. The formation of 
the Straits Association was the answer which those mer- 
chants gave to that silly threat, and there can be little 
doubt that to their influence was owing most of the 
opposition which Sir H. Orp subsequently encountered. But 
after all, that opposition was but weak and ill-sustained. The 
non-official members had their own urgent private affairs to

or to criticise other agreeable officials; they were unacquainted 
with the routine of official business ; in short, the burden 
of carefully scrutinising, and criticising, and objecting, and 
opposing was more than they could bear for any continuance. 
And so it must always be. A small minority of men, ab- 
sorbed in other occupations and capable of giving but a divi- 
ded attention to public business, can never be an adequate 
check on a smart Governor. 

There remains, then, only the Secretary of State to con- 
trol him ; and in the action of this check the Straits Settle- 
ments have been unusually fortunate under the regime now 
closing. But here again the action of the Straits Association 
must be taken into account. It was only after mucha-nock- 
ing at the door of Downing- street that they awoke the 
Minister to the doings of the Singapore Executive. Would 
he have found any thing amiss in those doings if his 
attention had not been thus irregularly turned to them ? 
And after all, what was the result of those repeated appeals ? 
Let us refer simply to the Colonial-office’s own estimate of 
Sir Harry Orp’s administration of the Colonial revenue. 
In August, 1871, after more than four years of office, that 
official was told by Lord Kimservey that a surplus revenue 
did not justify injudicions expenditure ; that year after year 
he had been considerably increasing the establishment, and 
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that,notwithstanding anincreasing revenue, he had undertaken 
no public work of any importance, except his own Govern- 
ment house. Was the Straits Association ever more severe 4 
Bat if this isa just description of Sir H. Orp’s financial career, 
it is natural to ask why the Colonial-office suffered it to run 
its course so long, and why the gentleman who indulged in 
the injudicious expenditure of the public money did not meet 
with a treatment more summary and better adapted to pro- 
tect the Colonial treasury than a tardy reproof? The case 
singled out by Lord Kimpertey was, indeed, a peculiarly 
strong one, for not only had more than double the amount 
originally voted been lavished on the Governor's mansion, 
but that work had been entered upon without the previous 
sanction of the Colonial Minister, contrary to the Colonial 
regulations. Lord Kimsrruey's despatch shows more elo- 
quently than any words of ours could, how little the Colonial- 
office is a check on its agents ; for it proves that notwith- 
standing all the complaints and appeals made to it, notwith- 
standing even the patent disregard of its orders, a Governor 
may pursue year after year a course of administration which

6d. per annum—a fact which we 
think requires only to be more generally known to bring the 
other offices to adopt the same equitable terms. As we 
pointed out in our last article, the risks in China are all 
picked lives, while in this country, owing to competition, 
many lives are accepted that are decidedly doubtful. The 
risks in China and Japan which are bad are chiefly confined 
to men who indulge too freely in “pegs and weeds.” The

THE SHANSI OPIUM EDICT. 

Tue new edict forbidding the cultivation of opium is an | 
act interesting only so far as its bona fides can be relied , 
upon. Aftera careful perusal of the translation—for which we | 
are indebted toa valued correspondent— we must confess that 
the grounds for confidence in the sincerity of the Chinese Go- | 
vernment appear to us unsatisfactory. It condemns itself by ' 
internal evidence. The reason assigned for the probibition 
of the growth of the poppy—namely, that it occupies laud | 
whioh ought to be devoted to the production of “ food for 
the people ”—is very shallow ; because the subtraction of a 
few opium farms from so large a province as Shansi could 
scarcely be appreciable. And again the penalty for breaking 
the new law—merely the confiscation of the drug, without 
any stated punishment of the cultivator or manufacturer— 
seems too slight to be intended otherwise than as a blind. 
Still the document must be taken as indicating to a certain 
extent the policy—or rather the professions —of the Govern- 
ment, and the desire not to appear to discourage the con- 
sumption of the Indian drug by home competition. The 
necessary revision of the Treaties, however, gives every 
State paper just now a value which it would not possess 
at any other time ; and therefore, although we may sus- 
pect the present edict to be intended chiefly as a means | 
of diverting our Minister's attention from other important 
considerations it may not be wholly without significance. 
It wears an appearance of conciliation, and even of the 
encouragement of our trade by the suppression of the home 
growth—at least for the present. How soon the probibition 
of the cultivation of the poppy may be withdrawn—after 
the revision of the Treaty—cannot, of course, be foreseen. 
The legalised cultivation of opium in China is, we cannot 
but believe, merely a question of time; and the sooner our 
Indian Government look the danger in the face the better. 
The reports of almost every one of our Consuls have pointed 
to this conclusion for years past ; and the great profits de- 
rived from contraband poppy-farming, even after submitting 
to the extortions of the petty officials, leave little room to 
expect that a pursuit which puts money into the pockets of

LIFE INSURANCE RATES IN THE FAR EAST. 

WE are glad to learn that a decided movement seems to 
have been taken for the rectification of the excessive rates of 
life assurance charged by most of the offices in China, to 
which we drew attention in a recent number. A correspon- 
dent informs us that an influential ofice—the Northern Life 
Assurance Company—has already taken the subject up ; 
and he gives us some facts which go far to show the advan- 
tages offered to assurers in that office, and the contrast be 
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practices. 


WE are pleased to notice that the London University has 
appointed Mr. Henry F’. Hott, late Interpreterinthe Consular 
Service, Professor of Chinese, aud that classes will be held 
for those who desire to study the language. The University, 
we believe, possesses a magnificent library of Chinese works, 
and it is to, be hoped that the revival there of the Pro- 
fessorship will lead to an interest being taken therein. 
Hitherto little has been done to promote Chinese literature 
in this couatry. Sir George Staunton and Sir Joan Davis 
have both done good service, but while France, Germany, 
and other countries have displayed much interest in Chinese 
we have been content to look on, although we have more 
commercial dealings with the country than all other nations 
put together. We of course except Morrison’s “ Dio- 
tionary,” and Leacz’s “ Translation of the Classics,” whioh 
are monuments of talent, patient research, and industry. 


THE meeting of the Shareholders in the India, China, and 
Australian Telegraph Companies, for the purpose of sanc- 
tioning the amalgamation which we alluded to in a late 
number, has been postponed, owing to the non-completion 
of some necessary negotiations. The approval of the Russian 
Government to the agreement arrived at between the Great 
Northern and the China Submarine Company fora uniform 
tariff has not yet been received.

The failure of Bomanjee, Touche, and Co., Bombay, is re- 
ported as a bad one for acceptors. On this side the extent of 
such liabilities are about £250,000. They have no connection 
with the China trade. 

The transfer-books of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation will be closed from the 29th March until the 5th 
April, for the purpose of paying the dividend for the half year 
ending 31st December, 1872. The report and balance-sheet will

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The report of the Realm Marine Insurance Company (Limited), 
to be presented at the meeting on the 31st inst., states that the 
underwriting account for the seven and a half months of 1871 is 
now closed, and show a loss of £13,000.

Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, report as follows :—Our silk- 
market has not recovered yet from the great depression reported 
in last month. Although business in silk piece goods has been fairly 
current, buyers continued to command prices ; consequently manu- 
facturers, trading upon very limited pret i showed no disposition 
to secure raw materials beyond immediate wants. On the other hand, 
throwsters of Asiatic raws, having experienced heavy losses, have either 
reduced their production, or are withdrawing entirely from the market 
until better times. Under these influences, holders, in spite of their 
exertions, have been unable to prevent a further reduction in prices 
of European as well as Asiatic silks, which may be estimated at from 
f.1 to £.3 according to descriptions. No doubt the future depends in 
a great measure, upon the result of the next European crop, but for 
China silk more particularly we must insist upon the necessity of an 
improved quality to help, with present lower rates, towards an increased 
consumption in the course of next season,

Gentlemen,—The Directors have now to submit to you 4 General 
Statement of the affairs of the Corporation and Balanoce-sheet for the 
half-year ending 31st December last. 

The net profits for that period, including $122,826.21 brought for- 
ward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting interest 
paid and due, and making full provision for all bad and doubtful debts, 
amount to $342,342.61, of which, after taking out rebate on bills not 

et due, A remuneration to Directors, there remains for appropriation 

19,227.76. ‘ : 

From this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a Divi- 
dend of $7.50 per Share, being equivalent to 6 per cent. for the 
half-year, which will absorb $300,000. The balance, $19,227.70, thay 
propose to carry forward to the Credit of New Account. 

If this appropriation of Profits be confirmed by the Meeting, the 
Shareholders will have received as dividend for the year 1872 the sum 
of $570,000, or 12 per cent. on the paid-up Capital, leaving $19,227.76 
of undivided profits to be carried forward.
